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The revort does not indicate the pin-point location 

of the airfield east of Stalino. The field obviously 
is an improved airport occupied by a parachute unlit 

or school and two air transport regiments during the 
time of observation. 


The sirfield (paras 6 to 12) 
probably is an old military alrfield just north of 
staling. Previous reports stated that this Tield 

was occupied by four fighters in 1947 and that there 
was heavy flying. according to this report the field 
was improved in 1948/1949 and not occupied by ar . 
air unit. 


It is assuned from other reports that more occupied 
airfields exist in the otaline area. 
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
